VULTURE PROVED A BIRD 
OF ILL OMEN, 


Mismi, Florida, September 13, 
—Many hours before the storm 
which sank the Ward Liner 
Corydon it the Bahamas Chaonel, 
with a [oss of twent?-seven lives, 
avulture followed the ship and 
perched on her spars. while a+ 
panic stricken crew, believing in 
the superstitions of the sea, was 
convinced that it was doomed, 

Such is the story brought here 
by eight of the crew, who were 
fifty-threé hours adrift on an 
upturned boat, battered-and bruis- 
ed, and without food or, water. 

All. day Sunday as the ship 
pursued her way“in calm seas 
and light winds the great bird 
hovered overhead. 

Sunday night and Monday the 
Corydon staggered through the 
smashing seas. Monday, night 


every member of the crew ‘was | 


engaged in a desperate battle for 
life. There was no food, as 
the galley and provision rooms 
were flooded. Tuesday morning 
the crew lost control of the ship, 
The .wireless apparatus was 
short circuited and no S.O.S. call, 
could be sent out. 


When the vessel went under, 
the Americans in’ the crew kept 
their heads and saved the lives of 
some of the others. . 

“Tslid against a lifeboat and 
clungto it when the Corydon 
listed," said one of the survivors, 
“ The lifeboat and I shot into the 
ses together. Luckily it landed 
right side up and I-gotin, All 
the oars were lashed to it.”” 


"Nine other men got into the 
lifeboat, and 2 few moments 
afterward the Corydon went 
down. Almost immediately the 
seas. capsized .the lifeboat three 
times, as fast as the men could 
dive from under it and right it 
again.. They lashed themselves 
to the seat with strips of clothing. 

Third Mate Mallowes told: a 
graphic story of his battle with 
John Condron, a Greco-American 
seaman, when the latter became 
erazed by privation and fear. : 

“T held him all of the first day 
and night,’ said Mallowes. 

“He was raving crazy. He got 
violent and tried to draw a stiletto.

A Bill has been passed providing 
for the continuance of Prohibition 
until January next, when an am- 
endment to the Constiution is due 
to. come into operation, but Pre- 
sident Wilson: has exercised his 
right cf veto on this 
whilst the House of Representa- 
tives has te-passed the Bill over 
the - President's veto. The 
matter does noi rest here, for 
before a vetoed Bill takes effect 
it has to he passed a second 
time by a two-thirds « vote 
in both Houses. It will be inter- 
esting, therefore..to watch future 
developments on this question. 
President Wilson's reason “for 
vetoing the Bill is perfectly 
logical. I: is that he,js opposed 
to the prolongation of a war-time 
measure now that the” war is 
ended. But to be logical is not 
always either to be right or 
tactful, So far as we have been 
able to follow the matter. it seems. 
that this happens to be a piece 


of war-time legislation which the 


people of America want to become 
apermanent law. If that is so, 
President Wilson is not-likely to 
enhance his popularity by having 


| vetoed the Bill, however consist- 


| 


ent his action may appear. We 
have talked with many Americans 
on the subject, and have 
found unanimous approval of 
Prohibition. If that is how the 
bulk of the people of the Unired 
States feel on'the..question, then 
thes have aright to expect that 
their wishes be transla:ed into 
law. -As to the wisdom’ of 
absolute Prohibition: that’s an- 
other matter. 


AMERICA..& THE BRITISH EMPIRE’ 

The latest turn-in the League 
of Nations discussions in America 
is that the Senate has, by the 
natrow majority of two votes, 
turned down an amendment to 
secure equal voting for the United 
States with the British Empire o9 
the Coyncil of the League. This 
is an upshot of the strong cbject- 
ions which have recently ariseo 
in the U.S. Senate to the admis- 
sion of the great self-governing 
British Dominiows to separate re- 
presentation. With that move- 
ment we have no sympathy. and 
we are happy totbink that many 
Americans take the same line. 
Here is what the American 
Revieu of Reciews recently. said 
on the subject:—"“In our judg- 
ment it would be a distinc mis- 
fortune to the United States to 
exclude great political entities 
like Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand from direct representa- 
tion in the Assembly of. the 
League. The arguments in the 
Senate seem to be based 
upon some theory of rivalry 
between the British Empire and 
the United States. American 
sentiment should repudiate that 
theery once. and for all. We 
canuot tao warmly welcome the 
statesmen of South . Africa, 
Canada and Australia as particip- 
ants in the work of the League 
of Nations. Their presence thera 
will ba wholly to our advantage,” 
Thet, undoubtedly, is the-sane 
attitude to take on thisjezue. Wa 
rejoice thet the Amarican Senate 
-has endorsed i oe eee.

GYMKHANA INCIDENT 


"4 REGRETTABLE 
“AFFAIR EXPLATNED. 


A good many people are 
wondering what actually did 
oceur at the Gymkhana on Satur- 
day between the official starters 
and some sailors to cause the 
very unfortunate dispnte that 
arose. All that most people were 
aware of was that after the last 
race there waS.an angry scene 
‘an the sand track and that blows 
were struck. 


In-conversation with Mr. P. H. 
Hodgson, the Official Starter our 
representative Las been given the 
facts and the whole matter is 
reduced to one of very regrat- 
table carelessness on the part of 
the Chinese driver of the starters’ 
car. Mr. Hodgson says that he 
and Mr. J.P. Congdon, the Second 
Starter, went across to the balf 
mile post by motor car, as is 
usual, to start the last race. 
Having started the race they were 


_| being driven back to the winning 


post. As the race was an 
entirely novel one, both he'and 
Mr. Congdan were interestedly 
following it and paid no heed to, 
the course being taken by the 
driver, naturally thinking that he 
would take them back by a pro- 
perroute. It appears that what 
he actually did was to drive right 
across the playing pitch of a 
League Football match-—the 
Navy versus St. Joseph's. It 
was not until the car -had 
stopped by the rails that 
Mr. Hodgson or Mr. Cong- 
don. were aware that they 
had crossed the pitch. They were 
in fact going across the “sand 
course before they were spoken 
ta about the incident, three 
sa‘lors then stopping them and 
asking why they had driven 
where they had. It was'a 
complete surprise .to both the 
officials to learn that the car had 
crossed the pitch and as soon 
as they discovered it they 
apologised for the driver's 
negligence. , Unfortunately high 
words were used and eventually 
blows were struck, before those 
that had assembled dispersed. Mr. 
Congdon was struck and he 
retaliated, but the matter was 
soon stopped. 


Both Mr. Hodgson and Mr. 
Congdon are anxious that it 
should be known that the tres- 
pass, so far as they are concerned, 
was absolutely unintentional— 
ju fact” they were ~“entirely 
ignorant of it, as their attention 
was focussed’ on the race in 
progress. : 

For ourselves we cannot help 
thinking thet the incident 
emphasises more. than ever the 
need of ropes betag placed around 
playing pitches, especially in the 
case of League games. In the 
interests of players and spectators 
it would be as wellif the League 
could make, a decision on the 
matter, for touch lines are 
often crowded and encroached 
on.- The matter has been con- 
sidered by the League before and 
now that a new season is opening 
it would be just as well if action 
were taken. Players would then 
be protected against such un- 
fortunate mistakes as that which 
occurred on Saturday.

Board of Directors of the P.and O, 
Company, has acquired a vora- 
cious appetite for absorbing rival 
shipping companies, for he has 
just concluded arrangements for 
the purchase of the Eastern and 
sAustraliaf Steamship Company, 


-{ Limited, for which Messrs. Gibbs, 


Livingstone and Co..have acted 
as local agents for a long time, 


The 9,784 £10 shares in the 
Eastern and Australian Steamshi 
Co., Ltd. have been purchased by 
the P. and O. Co., Ltd. at £40 per 
share. According to the last 
published balance-sheet, the 
Company possessed investments 
of £287,500, and its two steamers 
stood in the books at £59,209, 


These boats are the spar deck 
sa. Eastern: 3.586 “tons gross, 
2,272 tons net, built and engined 
by Messrs. R. Napier. and Sons, 
in Glasgow, in 1899, with engines 
27.11-16 in. 45 inches and 73 
inches. by 48 inches stroke; 
and the St. Albans, 
4,119 tous gross, 2,538 ions net. 
built and engined by Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co.. Belfast 
in 1910, with engines 27in. 43in 
and 75in., by S4in: stroke. | 

The sale invalves the resigna- 
ton of the present Board 
of the Eastern and Australian 
Steamship Co.. Ltd. and the 
withdrawal of Messrs. Gibbs, 
Bright and-Co. from the manag- 
ing agency.

terests of the Principality in 
foreign countries.” 

Inreply to a further question, 
the Prince said that although 
there were no “Bolsheviks in the 
Principality, the spirit of the un- 
rest abroad suggested to. the 
Government «the wisdom ~ of 
strengthening the police forces. 
“We find,” he said. “that a force 
of five policemen is hardly ade- 
quate. We propose to double 
the force and to arm the able- 
bodied male citizens.” 

“Tf the population want us to 
go into exile with she Hohen- 
zojlerns and Hapsburgs,”” con- 
cluded the Prince. laughingly, 
“why we shall go. The life of a 
Prince is not over-pleasant, now- 
adays..
